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DR. KINSEY! 
ARE OUR GIRLS TOO SEXY? 


Are colored girls better bedmates? Do they prefer white 
to Negro lovers? Are they hot-blooded, easily won over? 

Had Dr. Kinsey been able to get sufficient information 
regarding the sex life of colored women, he might have 
helped dispell these questioning stereotypes. 

Such "beliefs" do affect the lives of our girls. It's not 
a rarity for an employer to hire a pretty brown skinned girl 
with the intent of having an affair with her. Later he's 
shocked at her rejection and will explain, *you being color- 
ed—I thought you'd understand.". 

White men flock to black belts in the big cities seeking 
sex thrills. They've been impressed by tales of big breasted 
brown girls whose arms hold untold enjoyment and nights 
of promiscuous love-making. 


Dr. Kinsey stated in his initial releases that he could not 
include material about Negro women because he did not 
interview enough to provide valid statistics. Fact: all of 
the 5,940 women interviewed by Kinsey were volunteers. 
He went to churches and various women's groups seeking 
them. Individual volunteers were not accepted primarily 
because he thought this would attract exhibitionists and 
such persons would not reflect a factual account. 

In canvassing the groups Dr. Kinsey approached 
BROWN found a great deal of indifference to the doctor 
and his sex report. 

The individuals we talked to were of the opinion that 
Dr. Kinsey could not get accurate information about Negro 
women for a number of reasons. Primarily, most Negro 
women refused to discuss sex or sex habits with outsiders 
because of race pride and religious upbringing. 

Quoting a social worker from Gary, Indiana: “Despite 
the many stereotypes and tales about Negro women we are, 
for the most part, a highly moralistic group. It just isn't 
so that our girls are all hot-blooded. Science has proven 
that our sex organs are not unlike those of other races 
As for our girls being ‘loose’, that certainly depends on 
the individual." 

A great many of the interviews were conducted by the

doctor himself or members of his staff. It is however a 
fact that had he used qualified Negro scientists, he might 
have been able to get more volunteers and better coopera- 
tion from those he did interview. 

| Kinsey's report mentions the effect of the home on the 
the sex life of women. Possibly the Negro generation has 
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not become as “modernized” 
as the white. That is, if there 
is a decline of American mor- 
als, this might not be the case 
with Negroes who have main- 
tained close ties with the 
church. 

The effect religious leaders 
such as Father Divine, Elder 
Michaux and Daddy Grace 
have had- upon the people 
should not be underestimated. 

Despite the criticism heaped 
upon these men, it must be 
understood that they have tre- 
mendous followings and exer- 
cise a great influence on these 
people. Their philosophy of 
“Do as I say do and not as I 
do”, is closely adhered to by 
their followers. 

Dr. Kinsey refused to com- 
ment on the material he did 
gather from those he interview- 
ed. The scientist realized that 
by releasing such incomplete 
information he would be doing 
a dangerous thing. It’s specu- 
lated that of those interviewed, 
much was said to enforce the 
stereotypes. In some instances 

. the interviewees boasted of 
their infidelity, frequency of in- 
tercourse and immense sex appetites. 

Possibly the omission of Negro women from the report 
will be injurious to America as a nation. Foreign countries 
might well ask, “If Kinsey were reporting. on the Human 
Female in America, how could he possibly omit Negro 
women who compose one tenth of the female populace?”

"Whenever the fans 
see that man's name on 
the program (referring to 
Duke Ellington), they 
know the show's got to 
be a hit. My ears tell 
me it is." 

Later we spoke to the 
Duke about his appearing 
with Count Basie. “Actu- 
ally this isn’t work. Be- 
ing on the same program 
with the Count, is a 
pleasure.” 

The audience went 
wild when sax player 
Eddie Lockjaw Davis 
soloed. Always a crowd 
pleaser, Lockjaw per- 
formed with his usual 
coolness. In the court of 
the Duke, trumpeter Cat 
Anderson released sounds 


from another world. 

Unlike most spots, 
the Box caters to no 
particular set of music 
enthusiasts. Both mod- 
ern and pop fans find 
the menu most inviting. 
In past weeks they have 
featured such artists as 
Louis Armstrong, Lion- 
el Hampton, and 
George Shearing.

Narcotic addiction amongst 
our returning troops will also 
have to be thoroughly investi- 
gated. The access of our troops 
to drugs in Japan and Korea 

would shock most Americans. Remember, however, in 
these countries, narcotics are like household items. Young- 
sters who left the country with small "habits" may well 
return with bigger appetites. 

Observers are not too alarmed at the reported race riots 
in Japan. Upon questioning those involved it was deter- 
mined that the riots evolved from disputes over the merits 
of respective combat units, not races. Vets of World War 
II might well remember similar incidences. 

The Korean and WW II G.I. Bills have little if anything 
in common. The most drastically changed is the educa- 
tional provision. The World War II bill provided the vet 
with his tuition paid and a monthly subsistance. The 
Korean bill gives the vet a flat fee each month ranging 
from $105-$165 depending on size of his brood. From 
this the G.I. is to pay his tuition, room and board and other 
expenses. 

Another outstanding difference is the G.I. Loan. Vets of 
WW II pay an interest rate of 4%, Korean vets 4% 96.

The first Americans released by the commies were 
Negroes. They had been captives in the notorious camp 
Pyoktong, near the Yalu River. Freed, they told of the 
red indoctrination methods: constant lectures on commu- 
nism, periods of starvation, inadequate medical attention. 
The reprisals given for being uncooperative: confinement 
to an ice box jail; foot operations in which frost-bitten 
fingers and toes were clipped off with scissors. 15

Fact: our military is tremendously concerned with the 
number of returning GI s who upon preliminary screening 
were termed “commie converts". An undisclosed number ої 
Negro СІ s were aboard the, Mystery plane which departed 
from Freedom Village to àn army unit in Pennsylvania 
for "observation." 

A high ranking army psychiatrist, who had consultations 
with all the men returning, states that the high per- 
centage of those who turned an ear to communism is 
dueto the method in which the foe worked on the minds 
of the men. Fact: unlike the treatment afforded the men 
in World War II; races were segregated, religious denomin- 
ations were separated and even pay grades were put into 
different units. 

Several white POWs stated that the commies treated 
them worse than they treated the Negroes. Two southern 
GI s one from Texas and the other from Georgia testified 
that a communist commander beat and tortured them in 
the presence of a group of Negro GIs. This was done, 
they asserted, in an effort to display their own dislike of 
white Americans who mistreated their colored countrymen. 

During the three years of war, the communists lost no 
opportunity to plant seeds of distrust and hatred among 
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the prisoners. 

In one camp, bats, knives and rocks were given white 
and Negro GIs sleeping in segregated tent units. Rumors 
were circulated that each group planned to attack the 
other. Only the cool-headednessof two non-coms, one 
white and the other colored averted a near race riot. 

Paul Robeson was cited by the Reds as a great Negro 
leader: During every lecture the captives praised the Negro 
singer continually;telling our СТ 8 what a great man Robe- 
son was and that it was their duty to fight along with him. 
Walter White of the NAACP was referred to as an, “uncle 
tom” who was doing every thing possible to sell the race

down the river. "With such leadership", they shouted, 
“the Negro would forever remain in his place.” 

From other camps come tales of the Reds promising the 
Negroes beautiful Chinese brides if they joined the de- 
struction of the white race. Fact: what the reds were 
primarily concerned about was winning over the Negro 
GIs who would return to America and commence unrest 
and eventually a general revolt. 

Fact: an authentic military source revealed that the army 
is training an increased number of Criminal Investigators 
with the intent of having them weed out the commie in- 
clined GIs. Included in this group are a number of 
Negroes. 

On the home front our leaders were strongly divided 
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on their opinions of the 
returning veterans who: 
have been influenced by 
the Reds. 

A leading Detroit

"The fact that colored 
soldiers will agree with 
anyone that what hap- 
pened to Harry Moore 
and the treatment of 
the Negroes in the 
south are unjust, does 
anything but mark 
them as unAmerican.

This has been the case 
since 1946 when air transporta- 
tion became unrestricted. Fact: 
from 1908-1945 only 2200 Puer- 
to Ricans came over each year. 
Since then 230,000 have come. 
Now 60,000 arrive yearly. 

If the migrants would head 
away from Manhattan the situa- 
tion might be eased. Family- 
minded attitude makes them 
crowd the same areas. 

In Harlem the Negro popula- 
tion has become much disturbed 
about the situation.

Rican's be given seperate statistics. This no longer can be 
done. Fact: Puerto Ricans no longer occupy the 110th 
street area but have invaded Sugar Hill, Strivers row, 
Riverside Drive, and. places which formerly were solidly 
Negro. 

The nearest fire station to the 110th ‘street area claims 
to be the busiest in the city. Handles averagely 200 calls 
each day. Fact: It is practically impossible to get theft 
insurance in Harlem. It is almost impossible to get fire 
coverage. 

It has been estimated that the Puerto Ricans account for 
One sixth of the crimes committed. Fact: of the 11,343

enough money to return to my home in Frisco. This ‘ed 
to my professional career." 

Ever consider marriage Joyce? “Every girl thinks about 
marriage, I’m no different. I want to marry for love. Of 
course I wouldn’t hold money against the right guy.” 

Other requirements: Good looking, but not necessarily 
handsome. Intelligent, but not-too brainy. Most important 
he must have character and he must be tall. 

Joyce herself is not a small girl. She stands 5 foot 6, 
weighs 133 pounds. Having screened over 600 photos of 
Joyce not one does her justice. She must be seen, to be 
really appreciated. 
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What about your silver hair Joyce? “Tinting my hair 
with silver is more or less agimmickIt is to me, what the 
gloves and handkerchief are to Hildegarde; the finger snap- 
ping is to Lady Day; the spread collar is to Mr. B. Most 
artists strive to have an identifying mark, silver hair is 
mine.’ 


We asked Joyce if being in the biz didn’t clash with 


her being a Seventh Day. Adventist.“There is а clash of. 


a sort. Don’t think for a moment: however, I’ve given up 
religion, rather, I have de-emphasized. it. I make a rather 
comfortable living on stage, and of course making a living 
is a must.” 

Joyce started her pro career two and a half years ago. 
With her since that time have been her secretary Maryanna 
Grey, and accompanist George Rhodes. Maryanna is also 


from California, and a longtime friend ої Joyce’s. Before · 


joining Joyce Maryanna was secretary to the Dean at the 
City College of Los Angeles. 

In April of next year, Joyce plans her first trip abroad. 
Her stops will include Paris, Brussels, and London. At 
present she and Maryanna are preparing to vacation in

The stress is on building men of tomorrow. Each fra- 
ternity takes pride in its favorite son. Kappa’s Ralph 
Bunche, Alpha’s Adam Clayton Powell, Omega’s Grant 
Reynolds and Sigma’s Alaine Loche. 

Fact: Pledge programs no longer center around perform- 
ing miscellaneous chores for the “big brothers”. This type 
of treatment is still a stage most pledges must pass through 
however. Today the pledgees perform tasks designed to 
build lasting character. They partake in athletic contests, 
plan forums and debates where group loyalty and co- 
operation are the prominent goals. 

What better way to determine the coming of age of 
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Negro fraternities than to examine their accomplishments? 
To mention a few: 
1. The “Go to High School” program started by a Negro 
fraternity during the 1920’s was an indication of the trend 
to aid the Negro partake in his government. 
2. Breaking down segregation in southern schools is 
another commendable effort intensified by Negro fra- 
ternities. 
3. During the war years, the groups formed the Com- 
mittee for the Participation of Negroes in Nation’s De- 
fense. 
4. Fraternities in recent years have aided the NAACP 
by furnishing legal talent and funds. Scholarships are 
offered by Negro fraternities which range from $50 to 
1,000 dollars. These groups have now given more than 
$100,000 in scholarships. 

Each year national fraternity conventions are held 
throughout the country bringing the membership together. 

Generally the program provides an ample amount of 
*good times” for everyone. The members are able to dis- 
cuss with their brothers business trends, job opportunities 
and perform as other convention goers, generally do. The 
crowning of the fraternity queen is a highlight of the 
conventions. 

We can readily say that Negro fraternities have long 
since left the social club state.

Paris has the answer to hair straightening. Gaston, pari- 
sian hairdresser has perfected a method of permanently 
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de-frizzing the hair. Fact: After one treatment, the hair 
is so flat it must be slightly curled. 

Amongst the Negro population of the world the vogue 
is straight hair.. This requires repeated trips to the local 
salons. Incurrs both time and money. Two important 
items these days. 

In business for the past thirteen years, Gaston has a 
huge clientele. He has cut and shampooed, curled and 
styled the hair of Roumanians, Yugoslavs, Swedes and 
Egyptians. 

Fortunate Negroes wholive in Paris's Latin Quarter or 
study at the Sorbonne, always visit Gaston. In the past he 
has not devoted his full time to "de-frizzing". He now 
realizes the importance Negroes attach to straight hair and 
is doing it full time. 

According to Gaston, Negroes have a particular problem 
when it comes to hair straightening. Their hair is very 
delicate and breaks easily. They do not have nearly as 
much hair as others. It is so tightly curled it gives the 
impression of puffiness. He considers Negro hair a chal- 
lange and because of this it has attracted him. 

Gaston is one of the few Europeans who uses irons in

straightening the hair. Fact: with experience and practice 
he has developed this technique and refuses to devulge the 
secret to anyone. Fact: Gaston has no assistant; during 
one day he may handle eight or ten clients. 


His process is long and requires patience for both client ` 


and hairdresser. First the hair is shampooed, then rinsed. 
After drying completely, Gaston applies a special liquid. 
This is the most involved part of the process the method 
of applying this liquid and liquid's components have baf- 
fled Paris. 

Next special curling irons are used to de-curl the strong 
unmanageable mass of hair. Immediately the hair is flat 
and easy to handle for re-styling. 

Gaston will also dye the hair and eyebrows. This may 
take several hours for he is particularly concerned that 
the effect should be natural. 

When completed, the hair is so straight it dosen't appear 
to be the person's natural hair.. Gaston at this point applies 
curlers to give the hair curls. The treatment has been 
known to last for months before first signs of anyfrizzing 
appears. 

Girls, if you happen to be in Paris this fall, make it a 
point to drop in on Gaston, the master hair straightner. 
You'll find his personality pleasing and the prices sane.
